DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers filed under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9 (a)-(d) based on an 
application filed in Korea on 10 November 2003. While the box regarding foreign 
priority in the Declaration is not checked, the foreign priority is specifically claimed in the 
application data sheet and thus Applicant has complied with the requirements of 

37 CFR 1 .63(c) regarding claims for foreign priority. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Cottone 
et al (5,277,358). 

Cottone et al disclose an oil cooler structure (218, see Figs 11-13) including a 
upper and lower tube plate reinforcement (242 and 244), each arranged in a 
layer in an oil passage formed between plane parts of upper and lower tube 
plates (220 and 222) and respectively welded (by brazing) to the upper and lower 
tube plates (220 and 222) and to each other. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cottone 
et al (5,277,358). 

Cottone et al, as discussed above, shows the claimed structure with the 
exception of the shape of the reinforcement having one arched side and three 
straight sides. The shape of the reinforcement is considered to be a matter of 
design choice based on the shape of the space in which it is used. It is not seen 
that the shape of the reinforcement performs any function other than to fit into the 
shape of the space available to it. It would have been obvious to make the 
reinforcement members of Cottone et al in any desired shape to enable the 
reinforcement members to fit into the available space. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. So et al and Tajima et al are cited to show oil coolers. Coolidge 
and Sasaki et al are cited to show multi-level fin structures.
